[3] CHAPTER 1. 

AN ACT for the benefl.t of the minor heirs of Joseph Swasey, deceased. 

Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representatives of tlte Territory 
01 Iowa: . 

SEOTION 1. Minor heirs authorized to convey real estate. That Charles 
Swasey and Hezekiah Swasey, minor heirs of J:oseph Swasey, deceased, be and 
they art> hereby authorized to sell and convey all or any part of their right in 
and to certain real estate in the said Joseph Swasey, by virtue of a pre-emption 
right at the time of his decease, which pre-emption has since been perfected 
by the widow of said deceased. 

SEC. 2. Sale, etc., by minor heirs legalized. Be it further enacted, that 
all sales, transfers and conveyances, made by the said Charles Swasey and Heze­
kiah Swasey, or by their lawfully constituted attorney, of their right and 
interest in said real estate, shall be deemed valid in law. 

SEo. 3. This act shall take effect from and after its passage .

AN ACT to locate a territorial road from Davenport to BeUview. 

Be it enacted by the COU1U)U and House of Representatives of the Territory 
o/Iowa: 

. SEcTION 1. If&mel of cOlllJDlaaioners-route of r98d. That Williard Bar­
rows, of Scott county, Simeon Gardner, of Clinton county, and Charles Swan, 
of Jackson county, be and they are hereby appointed commissioners to lay 
out and establish a territorial road from the town of Davenport, in Scott 
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
